INTERESTING 
ACCOUNT OF 
WEATHER PROBS. 

Noticeable Stages in Onset 
of the Cold 
Season. 

VALUE OF AVEHAGES. 

Uniformly Variable the Only 
Steady Trait in the Character 
of Our Climate. 

James Weir, B.Sc, of '13, class lec- 
turer in Surveying In the Faculty of 
Applied Science, has issued the fol- 
lowing interesting account of weather 
conditions, and also has prepared the 
very interesting tahle of frosts, snow 
and closing of navigation. 

The advent of winter in our climate 
is a subject of timely interest, es- 
pecially so with those students from 
a distance, who, not acclimated, and 
feeling some uneasiness over that 
term, look to the old-timers for a 
clue as to the coat to adopt or the 
appropriate remark , to pass on the 
day's weather. Thé stolid indltfcr- 
euco of these latter, and the confllct- 
Insf advices condescended, only add 
to the perplexity, until the v.lnter it- 
self arrives and In general proves 
equally unreliable. 

For these newcomers, a few state- 
ments showing by average dates the 
more generally noticeable stages in 
the on^et of tUe cold season, may prove 
of service. ,. A: word must be' first said 
Regarding averages. Dr. Rush (1789) 
àpèaking of Pennsylvania, said: "Per- 
haps there Is but one steady trait In 
the character of our climate, and that 
is, It Is uniformly variable." This is 
equally applicable to American cli- 
mate at large. Averages can convey 
no adequate Idea of the actual weather 
conditions fro mtlmc to time, nor is 
there, In fact, any rational method of 
forecasting such conditions for a pe- 
riod extended many hours beyond that 
furnished In the telegraphic forecast 
arid weather bulletins of the mieteoro- 
logical service. 

Averagoij, however, essential in cli- 
matological comparisons, have as woll 
their place, in discussions of current 
weather, and, indeed furnish the only 
basis ou which a concept of probable 
values may depend when projected in 
advance of the weather map. 

Wibile the transitional months of. 
October and November are more sea- 
sonal In character than the corres- 
ponding spring months and furnish 
gradations from summer to winter not 
found, for example, in Northern 
Europe, 'it 'Is to be remembered tluft 
the advance of winter is by no means 
a steady procss, but rather an alter- 
nate series of advances and retreats. 
That deligbtfully. indefinite season 
known as Indian Sumnier may be 
mentioned in this connection, witta- 
put any attempt to fix its place. The 
^oBBlbllity at all times, in this sea- 
son, exists that the inversion of tem- 
perature under way between the con- 
tinent and adjacênt oceans and the us- 
ally regular procession of cyclonic andi 
anti-cyclonic movements, which so 
dominate our weather, may 6e tem- 
porarily suspended or modified, and 
a period ensue bearing many of tliose 
characteristics attributed to Indian 
Summer by our American writers. 
Here again, the uncertainty is the 
only dependable / factor. , 
Montreal (1875-1917 inclusive):

Does Same Work as Y. M. C. A. 
or Y. W. C. A. in Pooier 
Districts. 

NEEDS WILLING WORKERS. 

Libi-aiy is Exceedingly Helpful 
to Young, Clubs Are Self 
Govemhig. 

The University Settlement does in a 
poor neighborhood what the Y.W.CA., 
the Y.M.C.A, the Public Library and 
such institutions do in a more favored 
locality. It gives opportunity for re- 
laxation and self-expression to the 
young people of the neighborhood, and 
endeavors to keep .tbém.ft'om the vul- 
gar and vicious ànrâsemént^ which are 
open on every hand. Tfie different 
club members are allowed to hold 
their parties In the Settlement, a 
graduate of the McOlll Schiml of Phy- 
sical Education teaches dancing, and 
the Dramatic Club teaches speaking, 
and sets before the boys and girls a 
higher ideal than they have obtained 
at Wild West Shows. The club« are 
self-governing, and here the members 
learn how to conduct meetings and 
carry on business. These clubs also 
give an opportunity to those who have 
to go to work early of associating 
with those attending high school or 
college. The larjge circulation of the 
library speaks for itself, " it means a 
great step in the development of the 
child when the yellow.^backed novel is 
replaced by a respectable , author. 

As mueh as possible the children 
are kept outside. ' In the summer 
months they are frequently taken to 
the Mountain for walks or picnics, 
and the summer camp enables some of 
them to «pend a week or more in the 
country. Three years ago most of the 
little children had never picked flo«>- 
ers or seen grass. One . little girl of 
thirteen had never been farther up the 
Mountain than Fletcher's Field. 

The Settlement has many other m- 
terests.. '.We all appreciate the work 
of the milk station. It Is largely owing 
to this that the surrounding ward has 
a low infant mortality, in spite of 
being a crowded foreign district. The 
gymnasium, the cooking and sewing 
classes, and a great many otter activi- 
ties are fitting the children for their 
future struggle. 

Other agencies, such as the d3J.S., 
the Jewish Philanthropies, the Pen- 
sion Board, the Patriotic Fund and the 
Juvenile Court act in co-operation 
with the Settlement The head worker 
of the Settlement is on the committee 
of sixteen dealing with vice condi- 
tions, the educational committee of 
the Y.W.C.A., the committee on Indus- 
trial. Relations of the Montreal Wo- 
men's Club, etc. The University 
Settlement is the only (3anadlan 
agency in Montreal which allows Uie 
immigrants to sea a normal side of 
Canadian life witbout trying to influ- 
ence their religion. The keepers of 
pool rooms and saloons are always on 
hand to greet tbe foreigner at he 
comes to this country, but the better 
people withdraw tromi their part of 
the town, and leave them at the mercy 
of those whose only object is to ex 
ploit them. 

Believing that a Settlement fkili in 
its object if it only helps IndiTidoals 
and takes no part in removing cause, 
the University Settlement has assisted

The "Christian Advocate" has the 
tollowlac concerning, the receatly- 
czecuted statue of George WhiteHeld, 
by R. Talt McKenzie. Arta '89. Mad. 
'92. tha now iattemattonally famova 
aculvtor. As a MeOlU gradnatc of 
long BtaBdink. Dr. McKensle bas al- 
ways kept In touch with the college 
throusli the medium of "McGUl Daily." 
The refarance to . Mr. Poultney Bige- 
tow may prove of interest t» those who 
were present at thé meeting of the 
Ijliterary and Debating Society and 
Canadian Club when that body was ad- 
dressed by Mr, Bigelow two years ago 
. in the Union, upon the subject of 
[ "Genaeric." 

The statue of Whitefield will stand 
on the Camima of ihe University of 
Pennsylvania, and is the gift of the 
Methodlat graduates of the university. 

The article which appears under tbe 
beading "Tf^itetield Reborn" and is by 
Omile S. Dnfrield, says: '"WbUefleld 
Is dead! Whltefield Is dead!' About 
noon, September 30, 1770, a stranger 
rode alone the main street of Porta- 
' mouth, N.H., announcing these words 
In clear but solemn tones. The Rev. 
George AVhitefleld had died that 
morning at six iu the parsonage of the 
Old South Presbyterian Church, New> 
bnryport, Mass., a score of milea to 
the sottUt. After one hundred and fif- 
ty years, WhltofiRld is allvr! AVhlte- 
fleld Is alive! He Is resurrected. He 
has come forth in a new birth. R. 
Tait McKenzie has touched tbe clay, 
and, heboid, what the godlike in man 
has wrou^t! He has made White- 
field live and preach anew. His 
bronze statue will standi in the large 
dormitory triangle of the Unlveraity 
of Pomsylvanta, of . which he waa a' 
charter trustee. 

"The university. began in the chapel 
built for him in Philadelphia in 1740. 
Bea^mln Franklin, the founder of the 
university, helped to raise the funds 
for the cba.pel, and was one of Its 
trustees. Whitétield preached fre- 
qUeiftly in this building and donated 
the public collections to the academy 
for a , library. Later he favoured 
Franklin's negotiations with the trus- 
tees for its tnmafer to the academy. p,^jg by

In 1764, he waa . requeated 
i at the commencement of a new term 
of the college. The provost, the 
Rev. William Smith, D.D.. presided. 
There were present the late governor 
and the head gentlemen of the city. 
The truatees sent Whltefield their 
cordisl thanks for speaking and com-' 
mending the institution. Ho . pro- 
nounced it "one of the boat regulated 
institutions in the world." 

"Hereafter Whltefield will preach to 
the successive student generations of 
the 'loyal sons of Ben.' Who will say 
that his silent aerraons will not be 
heard even further than ware his 
preached ones? Will not his statue 
have a greater influence on the edu- 
cated youth of America than Wilbur 
Flsk thought might be effected by the 
statne of Aristides? The great Meth- 
odlat educator wrote: 'Could I have It, 
thought I, to exhibit to the youth of \ 
America, to the younp; mem o< our 
universities, such a dignified personi- 
fication of Integrity, in the person of 
Aristides tbe Just, mlghfgraatly aid In 
elevating their ' characters and 
strengthening their principles. ... 
I think it would be no disadvantage to 
see the old philosopher in marble ; I 
should Uk« to look at him two or three 
(fanes a day as long as I live.' The 
statue of Whltefield will be the gift of 
the Methodist Alumni, and will be a 
worthy memorial to the greatest field 
preacher of modem ' ttmea, the man 
wtio prepared the way for Anarlean 
Methodism. 

'That the statue will be a notable 
cotttrtbtition to American sculplure, 
may be predicted from the comment of 
one of our' foranoat .writers. I am 
pomÂited to'qvote fnmi a lettat writ- 
ten by Dr. McKensle'a friand, PouK- 
n«y Bigelow:

which 10 piilverhp his thporvatio fiie- 
mtng In the episcopal trenches; (bank 
you tor that glorious clutch of his 
dramatic left encircling the Bible as 
the soldier dons his rarlridgrs. Tt is 
« prrat iiioniiiiiont .voii havo rrnrrrt In 
a great rpllcloiis londor who mado tucn 
think, who left thoni brller than he 
found them, who died in harness and 
who lives lo-day 'aere perennius." 

"Had I time I would write on aud 
point oiitjthe crandeiirs of Whiicficld 
by comparison with I-itthcr. . . . 
Luther stood for autocracy, the divine 
right of sovereigns and omnipotence 
of priesthood as the police agents of 
the crown. Whitefleld was a con- 
temporary of Voltaire nnd akin to him 
in waging single-handed a fight 
against spiritual despotism whaievor 
shape It might assume. Both Voi- 
talTc and Whitefleld were boycotted, if 
not prrpenitrd liy thf I'lnirrh and 
Stfttr. Voltaire foiiclit the .Tp!>uila of 
France; Whltrfiolri shook the eplFCO- 
pal pillars of the Anglican temple. 
Ench «vould hare been roasted alive 
had thfy livrd n few years eaillor 
Kai'h Kwayrd great inassos. the one by 
ridicule and tlio pm, thr i;ngllRhrnaii 
by a voice caused strouK men to sob 
and women to collapse hysterically 
under his wonder-working a|>peal8. 
Yet Voltaire may liavr tmver seen 
AVhiteflrld- iinr Mnluidistr; lv.-,vr 

ever heard ot tlie HiiKo who niad^' I'Vr 
ney famous — however, they both fore 
gathered In the Klyslan Fields and 
cracked many a toothsoniD che.r.tnut 
ovrr .Tr.niills and my lord bishop;; nnd 
th« art of. vpcnçlra.tliis. heavy-Iiid-d 
audiences. ...

"The ptory oi" ihr srowlh of llif 
statue is alnvj'ît an fRseiiiaiins a/, thai 
of its r.ubjerl. Ou hiti way to I'ns;- 
land 10 sers'e in the BriUsh army. Dr. 
.McKenzic read rêverai lives of White- 
field. In I.bndon he Hp^nt dayn ro- 
•'nr; rarrfnlly llirtiu.cli every known 
portrait and print collected in the Tnb- 
ernaele scrap-books. From these ho 
mado drawings. The first small 
sketch model wa.s done in plaster In 
the BprlnK of UHO in Sargent's studio 
on the .Avenue, Kiilliam Road, Lon, 
don, while Dr. AicKenzle was await- 
ing for his commission of major in 
the H.A.M.C. This sketch was not 
received with satisfaction. Too little 
accounit was taken that it was only a 
beginning, that In the artlsfs brain it 
waa merely the child Whitefleld. Vet 
to a real genius criticism is a stimu- 
lant rather than a sedative. The ob- 
jections were thai It lacked the potie 
of the orator in the btsl sense of that 
word In Whitefleld's day; that It was 
too limp and tepid; that the face was 
too boyish and lacking In expression; 
that the ficure was too composed, not 
dynamic. One wit remarked that 'it 
looked like a curate of the Church 
Of England who has Just finished the 
veapera and pronounced the benedic- 
tion, and was going home to smoke a 
good cigar, thinking he had done a 
big day's work.' It did not indicate 
the terrific earnestness with which 
Whitefleld preached. There was no 
Bugfestlon of Ms j^ower to hold his 
audiences In almost breathless ten- 
sion and sway them at Ms will. 

"I give these criticisms because 
some of us who knew the sculptor 
were sure Dr. McKenzle knew how to 
put the biggest human Intereats along 
with Ideal and spiritual elements into 
a figure. All he needed was once to 
see this man so Imbued with the 
passion of Christ that he leaves the 
enchantment of the greatest seat of 
learning in his eountry, and scorns 
the preferments within his easy reach. 
ROCS out to proclaim the redemptive 
evangel of a forgotten and neglected 
gospel, and, going, stirs mightily 
both shores of the AUantic. We had 
no doubt that as Dr. McKenzle had 
exprcs.'îrd so admirably in his statue 
of the 'Young Franklin' the spirit of 
scientific inquiry, he eould sive a 
similar utterance to religious faith 
and spiritual power In 'Whitefleld. Dr. 
McKenrie replied that we bad sent 



htm a sad arraignment ol his sketch. 
He insisted Uiat all auUioriUes showed 
Whitefleld geaticiiliitliig with one 
hand and holding in the other his 

Ilible, evidently a rharacteristic pose, 
lie usually pi'eached under the op«n 
sky,- with no desk, which made this 
poae necessary, It was doubtleas hi* 
general custom, especially wlien 
mounted on a cart, or a box, or hasti- 
ly erected platform. He should not 
be roaring like a bull of Bashan. To 
represent a great figure, like White- 
field, in riolent. explosive action, 
shouting and stamping, would ruin the 
dignity and aculptural value of the 
work. He should be looking from the 
height of the pedestal into the eyes 
of the spectators. Just as he must have 
gazed upon the faoea of his cxpectaht 
and enthralled hearers. The figure 
.<!hould be dynamic. It should indicate 
the Intense vitality and earnestness of 
Whitefleld, but this earnestness should 
be shown wUh artistic restraint. A 
great statue roiiat have dignity and 
nimplicity. It must not be unstable 
or contorted. It should not have a 
wide open mouth, or convulsed feat- 
ures, or the evidence ot transient 
emotion, ll must -have a certain eau- 
ilibrium In Its force. Whitefleld 
should not be shown driving his voice 
till 'It could be heard a mile,' but ra- 
ther in . bis more persuasive though 
earnest mood, which must have fol- 
lowed hla tempestuous outbursts. 
Thin lends Itself more surely to unl- 
vorRaiity and to sculptural Impresslve- 
ocss. The gesture and pose should be 
neither melo-dramatio nor peculiar, 
nor should thoro. b« the loaat sign of 
caricature in expressing the exulta- 
tion thai wa.^ so wonderful a part of 
his rbe.rarter, and which gave him his 
extraordinary power for goodl . 

"How true Dr. McKenzle has been to 
hl8 Ideals, the finished statue bears 
trfttimony. The figure Is designed to 
Ptand out of doors. This required a 
dlfrerri'i treatment than would have 
been given in another setting. An 
amusing Illustration of this is seen 
In the photojrraph showing some of 
the surronndlnR.'? of the studio. White- 
field could bo ima,elned preaching on 
'Infant Damnation.' Notice the re- 
proachful expression ot the child's face 
on ttir shplf 1n the lower right hand 
rovnrr. Thp gentleman in bas-relief 
hafi folded his arms complacently. To 
his credit, he docs not believe a word 
of it. 

"Whitefleld i.<\ preaching to a field 
congregation. The wind Is moving 
in a great open space. There are the 
botdnese, vigour and freedom consis- 
tent with this outdoor settinc We 
have the definite expression of the 
exhorter. He Is making one ot his 
striking periods. He Is Just opening 
his mouth, and we are breathless to 
know what unsbot arrow of thought 
will fly from his lips. The majesty of 
personality ia there. Dignity of bear* 
ing Is not loat in the ardent featur- 
ing. There li the Impreuion of un- 
exhausted vitality. 

"The sculptor has studied well hts 
theme. By shoving tMuk the front 
of the gown he has given the decided 
posture of the legs and made unmis- 
takable the firm planting of the fec^ 
This makes the form more mannish- 
less like a skirted priest The rap- 
Idly raised arm has dragged the bil- 
lowy sleeve with it The picture li 
snapped moat skillfully at the second 
when the drapery floats around the 
arm before falling back. There is a 
touch of higheat art in thia, bacanae 
we are lesa interested In a movatnent 
which has been eoopleted than one 
which still has possibilities ot action 
in It. 

"TJ^ie gown haa been rendered with 
great snccesa. It haa the avpearaaee 

of clotb, and would not be taken for 
anylhlnK except silk. A wig is a dif- 
ficult thing to handle In sculpture. It 
Is BO purely and artificially formal. 
Like the frame of a. picture, it had 
to be reg^rrded «* a frame for the 
head. The line has been kept across 
tlip forehead so there can be no doubt 
it Is! a wic. Tt has been set with such 
an eye to the proportions of the sta- 
tue that it does not seem cumbersome. 
The busby brawa accentuate the shad'r 
owe in the ^ea and reveal eoncen-
